Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tomasi et al ('618) in view of the article to Dijk et al or the European Patent to Arens et 
al ('175). 

Per claims 1 and 12, Tomasi et al discloses a method and a device (120) for 
determining the position of an object (130) in a space defined by surfaces (col. 4, lines 
11-13). The device (col. 4, lines 44-57) includes at least a first (112) and a second 
(1 1 6) transducer which each detect the arrival times of direct acoustic waves from the 
object (col. 6, lines 3-14 and col. 8, lines 33+). 

The difference between claims 1 and 12 and the Tomasi et al system or method 
Is the claims specify that not only the detected (direct) acoustic signal arrival times are 
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determined but also the "associated reflections with surfaces" are detected and 
determined. 

The article to Dijk et al teaches that using both direct and indirect (associated 
reflections) acoustic waves travel times provides very accurate estimations of mobile 
devices in a room environment at much lower costs. Similarly, the EP reference to 
Arens et al teaches that using direct and reflected acoustic wave travel times is known. 

Therefore, in view of either Dijk et al or Arens et al, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to have modified the system and method of Tomasi et al 
to also include the indirect or "associated reflections" travel times in more accurately 
estimating the position of an object in a reverberent environment or room. Claims 1 and 
12 are so rejected. 

Dependent claims 2-1 1 and 13-22 are further provided by the combination of the 
above noted prior art.
